Nam Yobk. Feb. 12. -The first def- 
inite news that La (i.iscogne had ar- 
rived reached the eit.v at 5:20 p. m., but 
tor an hour before that dispatches had 
been earning In which g&ve ground for 
the hope that the missing Freucliman 
was near at hand.
